Rules a Gradual Evolution. 

The rules of the Senate are the 
product of a gradua)- evolution 
which has contirued'§ since the 
foundation of the Government. 
Suggestions of alterations never 
come from persons other than Sen- 
ators themselves, and even then 
are regarded with the utmost hos- 
tility, and are accepted only after 
the most profound and lengthy dis- 
cussion of historical precedents. 

The glacial faces and the grim si- 
lence with which Senators, with 
hardly an exception, greeted 
the conclusion of the speech, 
was a sufficient indication that 
etormy times are ahead . (for 
the new ;:presiding officer. It 
is easy enough to heckle when 
one has the floore and when 
the heckled are under constraint .to 
remain silent, byt it was the unani- 
mous opinion of those who have 
seen more of the Senate than Vice 
President Dawes has, that he had 
stored up immeasurable grief for 
himself. The Senate was plainly 
outraged; it is a formidable pody, 
and it Is not likely to forget. 

The stage was set for a solemn 
and impressive occasion. In the 
front row, to the right of the Vice 
President's desk, were the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. Immediately 
behind was the foreign diplomatic 
corps, gorgeous in gold braid and 
colors, the remainder of the seats 
en that siue of the chamber were 
occupled by members of the Housé. 

Almost immediately in front of 
the desk, on the Republican side, 
were ranged the members of the 
Supreme Court.

House Arrives in Body. 
The House had arrived in a 
body, followed in turn by the diplo- 
matic corps, the Cabinet, the chiefs 


of the army, navy and the marines, 
the Suj reme Court and Vice Presi- 
dent-elect Dawes. The official 
clock showed 11:58 when President 
Coolidge, escorted, by the Comnmi#t- 
tee on ArrangeMents, came in 
thro.gh the main door. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, it was about 12:15, but 
officially the Senate had to be ad- 
journed at noon, so the clock was 
turned back. Dawes was sworn in 
by Senator Cummins, who has been 
the presiding officer of the Senate 
since Vice President Coolidge  be- 
came President. Fellowing a 
prayer by the chaplain, he Imme- 
diately began his speech. 

The swearing in of newly elected 
and re-elected Senators then pro- 
ceeded. The atmosphere remained 
highly charged, but another shock 
was coming. From immemorial 
times dt has been the custom § to 
swear in four Senators at a time, 
and pursuing it the clerk called 
four names. 

“Call them all up,” corhmanded 
the Vice President, with an iInclu- 
sive sweep of the .rm and a scow!l- 
ing face. “Call them all at once.” 
This time the laughter was tremen- 
dous, and the Senate, apparcntly 
seeing its inability to do anything 
now, joincd.

It will be well not to be 
too much disturbed by the 
thought of either isolation or en- 
tanglement of pacifists and mill- 
tarists. The physical configura- 
tion of the earth has separated 
us from all of the Old World, 
but the common brotherhood of 
man, the highest law of all our 
being, has united us by insepar- 
able bonds with all humanity. 
Our country represents nothing 
but peaceful intentions toward 
all the earth, but it ought not to 
fail to maintain such a military 
force as comports with the dig- 
nity and security of a great peo- 
ple. If ought to be a balanced 
force, intensely modern, capable 
of defense by sea and land, be- 
neath the surface and in the atr. 
But it should be so conducted 
that all the world may see in it, 
not a menace, but an instrument 
of security and peace. 


The nation believes thorough- 
ly in an honorable peace under 
which the rights of ite citizens 
are to be everywhere protected. 
It has yever found that the nec- 
essary enjoyment of such a peace 
could be maintained only by a 
great and threatening array of 
arms. In common with other na- 
tions, it is now more determined 
than ever to promote peace 
through friendliness and good 
will, through mutual understand- 
ings and mutual forbearance. We 
have never practiced the policy 


of competitive armaments. We 
have recently committed our- 
selves by covenants with the 


other great nations to a limita- 
tion of our sea power. As one 
result of this, our navy ranks 
larger, in comparigon, than it 
ever did before. Removing the 
burden of expense and jealousy, 
which must always accrue from 
a keen rivalry, is one of the most 
effective methods of diminishing 
hysteria and 


most potent means of fomenting 
war. This policy represents a 
new departure in the world. It is 
thought, an ideal, which has led 
to an entirely new line of ac- 
tion. It will not be easy to main- 
tain. Some never moved from 
their old position, some are con- 
stantly slipping back to the old 
ways of thought and the old ac- 
tion of seizing a musket and re- 
lying on force. America has tak- 
en the lead in this new direction, 
and that lead America must con- 
tinue to hold. If we expect oth- 
ers to rely on our fairness and 
justice we must show that we 
rely on their fairness and justice. 

lr we are to judge by past ex- 
perience, there is much to be 
hoped for in international rela- 
tions from frequent conferences 
and consultations. We have be- 
fore us the beneficial results of 
the Washington conference and 
the various consultations recent- 
ly held upon European affairs, 
some of which were in response 
to our suggestions and in some 
of which we were active partici- 
pants. Even the failures cannot 
but be accounted useful and an 
immeasurable advance over 
threatened or actual warfare. I 
am strongly in favor of a contin- 
uation of this policy, whenever 
conditions are such that there is 
evén a promise that practical 
and favorable results might be 
secured. 


| Reasons for Adherence 


to the World Court. 


In conformity with the prin- 
ciple. that a display of reason 
rather than a threat of force 
should be the determining factor 
in the intercourse among nations, 
we have long advocated the 
peaceful settlement of disputes 
by methodg of: arbitration and 
have negotiated many treaties to 
secure that result. The same con- 
siderations should lead to our 
adherence to the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. 
Where great principles are in- 
volved, where great movements 
are under way which promise 
much for the welfare of human: 
ity by reason of the very fact 
that many other nations have 
given such movements their ac- 
tual support. we ought not to 
withhold our own sanction be- 
cause of any smal] and inessen- 
tial difference, but only upon the 
ground of the most important 
ana compelling fundamental rea- 
sons. We can not barter away 
our independence or our sover- 
eignty, but we ought to engage 
in no refinements of logic, no 
sophistries, and no subterfuges. 
to arzue away the undoubted 
duty of this country by reason 
of the might of its numbers, the 
poweg of its resources, and its po- 
sition of leadership imthe world, 
actively and comprehensively to 
signify its approval and to bear 
ita full share of the responsibil- 
ty of a candid and disinterested 
attempt at the establishment of 
a tribunal for the administration 
of even-handed justice between 
nation and nation. The weight of 
eur enormous influence must be 
cast upon the side of a reign not 
of force but of law and trial, not 
by battle but by reason. 

“We have never any wish to in- 
terfere in the political conditfons 
of any other countries. Espe- 
ciallly are we determined not to 
become implicated in the polit- 
ical controversies of the Old 
World.

We have 
not failed, nor shall we fail to 
respond, whenever necessary to 
mitigate human suffering and as- 
sist in the rehabllitation of dis- 
tressed nations. These, too, are 
requirements which must be met 


by reason of our vast powers 
and the place we hold in the 
world. 

Some of the best thought of 


mankind has long been seeking 
for a formula for permanent 
peace. Undoubtedly the clarifi- 
cation of the principles of inter- 
national law would be helpful, 
and the efforts of scholars to 
prepare such.a work for adoption 
by the various nations should 
have our sympathy and support. 


. Much may be hoped for from the 


earnest studies of those who ad- 
vocate the outlawing of aggres- 
sive war. But all these plans 
and preparations, these treaties 
and covenants, will not of them- 
selves be adequate. One of the 
greatest dangers to peace lies in 
the economic pressure to which 
people find themselves subjected. 
One of the most practical things 
to be done in the world is to seek 
arrangements under which such 
pressure “may be removed, so 
that opportunity may be re- 
newed and hope may be revived. 
These must be some assurance 
that effort and endeavor wild be 
followed by success and prosper- 
ity. In the making and financ- 
ing of such adjustments there is 
not only an opportunity, but a 
real duty, for America to re- 
spond with her counsel and her 
resources. (“‘onditions must be 
provided under which people can 
make a living and work out of 
their difficulties. But there is 
another element, more impor- 
than all, without which 
there cannot be the 
hope of a permanent peace. That 
element lies fn the heart of hu- 
manity. Unless the desire for 
peace be cherished there, unless 
this fundamental and only nat- 
ural source of brotherly love be 


cultivated to its highest degree, 
all artificial efforts will be in 
Vain. Peace will come when 
there is realization that only un- 
der a reign of law, based on 
righteousness and supported by 
the religious conviction of the 
brotherhood of man, can there be 
any hope of a complete and Sat- 
isfving life. Parchment will fail 
the sword. will fail, it is only the 


spiritual nature of man that can 
be triumphant.

Mandate From People.” 


It seems altogether probable 
that we can contribute most to, 
these important objects by main- 
taining our position of political 
detachment and independence. 
We are not identified withany 
Old World interests. This posi- 
tion should be made more and 


more clear in our relations with 
all foreign countries.

Our pro- 
gram is never to oppress, but al 
ways to assist.

have done abroad, we must re- 
member that our continued suc- 
cess in that direction depends 
upon what we do at home. Since 
its very outset it has been found 
necessary to conduct our Govern- 
ment by means of political par- 
ties. That system would not 
have survived from generation to 
generation if it had not been 
fundamentally sound and provid- 
ed the best instrumentalities for 
the most complete expression of 
the popular will. It is not nec- 
essary to claim that it has al- 
ways worked perfectly. It is 
enough:to know that nothing 
better has been devised. No one 
would deny that there should 
be full and free expression and 
an oppertunity for independ- 
ence of action within the 
party. There is no _ salvation 
in a narrow and bigoted 
partisanship. But if there is to 
be responsible party government, 
the party label must be some- 
thing more than a mere device 
for securing office. Unless those 
who are elected under the same 
party designation are willing to 
assum® sufficient responsibility 
and exhibit sufficient loyalty and 
coherence, so that they can co- 
operate with each other in the 
support of the broad general 
principles of the party platform, 
the election is merely a mockery, 
no decision is made at the polls, 
and there is no representation of 
the popular will. Common hon- 
esty and good faith with the peo- 
ple who support a party at the 
polls require that party, when it 
enters office, to assume the con- 
tro] of that portion of the Gov- 
ernment to which it has been 
elected. Any other course is bad 
faith and a violation of the party 
pledges. 


When the country has be- 
stowed its confidence upon a 
party by making it a majority in 
the Congress, it has a right to 
expect such unity of action as 
will make the party majority an 
effective instrument of govern- 
ment. This admfnistration has 
come into power with a every 
clear and definite mandate from 
the people. The expression of 
the popular will in favor of 
maintaining our constitutional 
guarantees was overwhelming 
and decisive. There wus a man- 
ifestation of such faith in the in- 
tegrity of the courts that we can 
consider that issue rejected for 
time to come. Likewise, 
the policy of public ownership of 
railroads and certain. electric 
utilities met with unmistakable 
defeat. The people declared that 
they wanted their rights to have 
not a political but a judicial de-

They 
know that extravagance lIength- 
ens the hours and diminishes the 
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rewards of their labor. I favor 
the policy of economy, not be- 
cause I wish to save money, but 
because I wish to save people. 
The men and: women of this 
country who toil are the ones 
who bear the cost of the Gov- 
ernment. Every dollar that we 
carelessly waste means that their 
life will be so much the more 
meager. Every dollar that we 
prudently save means that their 
life will be so much the more 
abundant. Economy is idealism 
in its most practical form, 


Opposed to Extremely 


High Rates of Taxation. 


If extravagance were not re- 
flected in taxation, and through 
taxation both directly and indi- 


rectly injuriously affecting the 
people, it would not be of so 
much consequence. The wisest 


and soundest method of solving 
our tax problem is through econ- 
omy. Fortunately, of all the great 
nations this country is best in a 
position to adopt that simple 
remedy. We do not any longer 
need war-time revenues. The 
collection of any taxes which are 
not absolutely required, which 
do not beyond reasonable doubt 
contribute to the public welfare, 
is only a species of legalized lar- 
ceny. Under this republic the re- 
wards of industry belong to those 
who earn them. The only con- 
stitutional tax is the tax which 
ministers to public necessity. The 
property of the country belongs 
to the people of the country. 
Their title is absolute. They do 
not support any privileged class; 
they do not need to maintain 
great military forces; they ought 
not to be burdened with a great 
array of public employes. They 
are not required to make any 
contribution to Government ex- 
penditures except that which 
they voluntarily assess upon 
themselves through the action of 
their own representatives. When- 
ever taxes become burdensome 
a remedy can be applied by the 
people; but if they do not act 
for themselves, no one can be 
very successful in acting for 
them. 

The time.is arriving when we 
can have further tax reduction, 
when, unless we wish to hamper 
the people in their right to earn 
a living. we must have tax re- 
form. The method of raising 
revenue ought not to impede the 
transaction of business; it ought 
to encourage it. I am opposed 
to extremely high rates, because 
they produce little or no reve- 


nue, because they are bad for 
the country. and, finally,  be- 
cause they are wrong. We can- 


not finance the country, we can- 
not improve social conditions, 
through any system of injustice, 
even if we attempt to inflict’ it 
upon the rich. Those who suf- 
fer the most harm will be the 
poor. This country believes in 
prosperity. It is absurd to sup- 
pose that it is envious of those 
who are already prosperous. The 
wise and correct course to fol- 
low in taxation and all other eco- 
nomic legislation is not to de- 
stroy those who have already se- 
cured success, hut°to create con- 
ditions under which everyone 
will have a better chance to Ve 
successful. The verdict of the 
country has been given on this 
question. That verdict § stands. 
We shall do well to heed it. 
These questions involve moral 
issues. We need not concern 
ourselves much about the rights 
of property if we will faithfully 
observe the rights of persons. 
Under our institutions their 
rights are supreme. It is not 
property but the right to hold 
property, both great and small, 
which our Constitution guaran- 
tees. All owners of property are 
charged with a service. These 
rights and duties have been re- 
vealed, through the conscience of 
society, to have a divine sanc- 
tion. The very stability of our 
society rests upon production and 


conservation. For individuals or 
for governments to waste and 
is to 


squander their resources 
deny these rights and disregard 
these obligations. The result of 
economic dissipation to a nation 
is always moral decay. 

These policies of better inter- 
national understandings, greater 
economy, and lower taxes have 
contributed largely to peaceful 
and prosperous industrial rela- 
tions. Under the helpful influ- 
ences of restrictive immigration 
and a protective tariff, employ- 
ment is plentiful, the rate of pay 
is high, and wage earners are in 
a state of contentment seldom 
before seen. Our transportation 
systems have been gradually re- 
covering and have been able to 
meet all the requirements of the 
service. Agriculture has been 
very slow in reviving, but the 
price of cereals at last indicates 
that the day of its deliverance is 
at hand. 


Setting an Example 
in Observance of Law. 


We are not without our prob- 


lerrs, but our most important 
problem is not to secure new 
advantages, but to maintain 


those which we already possess. 
Our system of government made 
up of three separate and inde- 
pendent departments, our divid- 
ed sovereignty composed of na- 
tion and state, the matchiess 
wisdom that is enshrined in our 
Constitution, all these need con- 
stant effort and tireless vigilance 
for their protection and support.

In a republic the first rule for 
the guidance of the citizens is 
obedience to law. Under a des- 
potism the law may be imposed 
upon the subject. He has no 
voice in its making, no influence 
in its administration. it does not 
represent him. Under a _ (free 
government the citizen makes his 
own laws, chooses his own ad- 
ministrators, which do represent 
him. Those who want their 
rights respected under the Con- 
stitution and the law ought to set 
the example themselves of ob- 
serving the Constitution and the 
law. While there may be those 
of high intelligence who violate 
the law at times, the barbarian 
and the defective always violate 
it. Those who disregard the rules 
of society are not exhibiting a 
superior intelligence, are not pro- 
moting freedom and independ- 
ence, are not following the path 
of civilization, but are displaying 
the traits of ignorance, of servi- 
tude, of savagery, and treading 
the way that leads back to the 
jungle. 

The essence of a republic {s 
representative government. Our 
Congress represents the people 
and the states. Jn all legislative 
affairs it is the natural collab- 
orator with the President. In 
spite of all the criticism which 
often falls to its lot. I do not hesi- 
tate to say that tnere is no more 
independent and effective leg- 
islative body in the world. It is, 
and should be, jealous of its pre- 
rogatives. I welcome its co-op- 
eration, and expect to share with 
it not only the responsibility, but 


the credit, for our common ef- 
fort to secure beneficial legisla- 
tion. 


These are some of the princt- 
ples which America represents. 
We have not by any means put 
them fully into practice, but we 
have strongly signified our belief 
in them. The encouraging feature 
of our country is not that it has 
reached its destination, but that 
it has overwhelmingly expressed 
its determination to proceed itn 
the right direction. It is true 
that we could, with profit, be 
less sectional and more national 
in our thought. It would be well 
if we could replace much that 
is only a false and ignorant 
prejudice with a true and en- 
lightened pride of race. But the 
last election showed that ap- 
peals to class and nationality had 
little effect. We were all found 
loyal to a common citizenship. 
The fundamental precept of lib- 
erty is toleration. We cannot 
permit any inquisition elther 
within or without the law or ap- 
ply any religious test to the hold- 
ing of office. The mind of Amer- 
ica must be forever free. 

It is in such contemplations, 
my fellow countrymen, which are 
not exhaustive but only repre- 
sentative, that I find ample war- 
rant for satisfaction and encour- 
agement. We should not let the 
much that is to do obscure the 
much which has been done. The 
past and present show faith an 1 
hope and courage fully justified. 
Here stands our country, an ex- 
ample of tranquillity at home, 4 
patron of tranquillity abroad. 
Here stards its Government, 
aware of its might but obedient 
to its conscience. Here it will 
continue to stand, seeking peace 
and prosperity, solicitous for the 
welfare of the wage é¢arner, pro- 
moting enterprise, developing 
waterways and natura! resources, 
attentive to the intuitive counsel 
of womanhood, encouraging edu- 
cation, desiring the advancement 
of religion, supporting the cause 
of justice and honor among the 


nations. America s@€eks no 
earthly empire built on blood 
and force. No ambition, no 


temptation, lures her to thought 
of foreign dominions. The le- 
gions which she sends forth are 
armed, not with the sword, but 
with the cross. The higher state 
to which she seeks the allegiance 
of all mankind is not of human, 
but of divine origin. She cher- 
ishe’ no purpose save to merit 
the favor of Almighty, God.

He is designated for his duty by 
the Constitution of the United 
States. 
| “In the administration of this 
office, his duty is to be* concerned 
with methods of effective proced- 
/ure, as distinguished from any 
legislative policy of the body over 
| which he presides. It is not for 
| the Vice President to be personally 
concerned with the interests of po- 
litical parties or with the policies 
or projects involved in legislation 
Save in that unusual contingency 
where, under the Constitution, it 
becomes necessary for him to cast 
the deciding vote in case of & tie. 
“Nor should he, in view of that 
unusual contingency, assume any 
| attitude toward prospective legis- 
lation until the contingency occurs. 
Any other course would inevitably 
lessen the weight of his influence 
in those impartial and nonpartisan 
matters with which it is his duty, 
under the Constitution of the 
United States, to be concerned. 


The Senate's Methods. 


“In my conduct, I trust I may 
yield to no Senator in _ fairness, 
courtesy and kindliness and in def- 
erence to those unwritten laws 
which always govern any associa- 
tion of gentlemen, whether official 
or private. It shall be my purpose 
net to transgress in any way those 
limits to my official activity deter- 
/mined by the Constitution of the 
| United States and by proper parlia- 
|mentary procedure. But the Vice 
President, in part because he is not 
elected by the members of this 
body, nor by a state, but by the 
people of the United States, and 
his constitutional and official rela- 
tions are to the Senate as a whole, 
should always exprese mmself upon 
the relations of its methods of 
transacting public business to the 
welfare of the nation. 

“Por him, therefore, to officially 
eall to the attention of the Senate 
any collective duty such as an im- 
provement in the method under 
which its business is carried on, 80 
far from being an Irrelevant and 
uncalled for action on his part, is 
a supreme duty. 

“In past years, because the mem- 
bers of this body have cherished 
most commendable feelings of fair- 
ness, courtesy and consideration 
for each other, as individuals, cer- 
tain customs have been evolved. 
These have crystallized into fixed 
and written rules of procedure for 
the transaction of public business, 
which, in their present form, place 
‘power in the hands of individuals 
to an extent, at times, subversive 
to the fundamental principles of 
free representative government. 
Whatever may be said about the 
misuse of this power under the 
present rules of the Senate, the 
fact remains that its existence, [ni- 
mical as it is to the principles of 
our constitutional government, can- 
not properly be against any party, 
nor against any individual or group 
of individuals. It has evolved as 
a natural consequence of the miu- 
tual confidence of high-minded 
men. determined that in their of- 
ficial association as members of 
the Senate, full and fair opportu- 
nity to be heard on all public ques- 
tions shall be enjoved by each and

That great genius 
of the French bob, Antoine, Says 


there is nothing in the rumor cir- 


Guiated a few months ago that the 


bob is going out. 

It appears that the woman who 
goes in for the Sutherland Sisters’ 
style of coiffure is as out of date 
as the masculine mustache cup. 
And yet 

It was the preacher, Ecclesiastes, 
who said that there was no new 
thing under the sun. Nor is the 
bob-haired woman a new thing, 
although the publicity that has ac- 
companied her abbreviated coif- 
fure in recent years would lead 
one to think so. 

Our life is indeed a sleep and a 
forgetting. and most of us have 
forgotten that even in the strong- 
hold of Victorianism bobbed hair 
was in vogue and widely accepted 
by the feminine sex. 

' Shingles and bobs were the 
crowning glory of the hoop-skirted 
young women who moved sedately 
against the background of what- 
nots, wax flowers and lambrequins 
of the 1860's. The buttressed magc- 
nitude of the ladies of the Gen. 
Grant period of the 1880's shingied 
and bobbed their heads when they 
wished, and they wished often. No 
one cried that they were hurling a 
javelin at convention when they. 
did so and no newspaper articies 
were printed concerning their 
style of coiffure. Those days cf 
armchair respectability accepted 
calmly a style which has ter 
caused a furor. 

The bob of 1869 more nearly re- 
sembied the modern bob than did 
that of 1880. The hair was worn 
straight and parted in the middle. 
The forehead was not covered, but 
the front hair was left a little long 
and hung down on either side in a 
manner that recalls pictures of 
college men's glee clubs that were 
taken around 1900. The bob was 
similar to the boyish bob worn to- 
day. : 

Among the writer's acquaint- 
ances is an elderly woman with 
enow-white hair. She recalls with 
a emile the days of the late ‘60s 
when she donned her wedding vell 
over shorn tresses. Her hair had 
been out when she was 12 years 
old and she had never let it grow 
again. Her oldest child was four 
years old before the young matron 
put a hairpin in her head for the 
first time. 

“Why all this fuss about short 


hair now?” testily asks an old. 


gentleman of 90. For many years 
he was a Judge on the bench, and 
was noted for his antifeminist 
views. No woman seeking a di- 
vorce wanted her case tried be- 
fore him if she could avoid it. Yet 
the venerable Judge, who has de- 
cried woman in all her activities, 
gees no reason why bobbed hair to- 
day should evoke comment, nor 
why she should not bob it if she 
wishes. He says that in his youth 
he “beauved" short-haired girls and 
thinks bobbed hair a sane and sen-. 
sible fashion. 

The short hair of the "80s was a 
more elaborateaffair. The hair 
was not cut as closely as in the 
‘608, but was cut to a length of 
about three inches and then 
curled. The marcel was not 
known, but ringlets were in high 
favor. Only an occasional straight 
cut was seen. No woman would 
have thought of going to a barber 
shop te have her hair cut. The 
operation was performed in beauty 
pariors or at home. They had the 
former even Li those days, ajl- 
though they ere very primitive 
affaires. 

A Woman over 50 recalls many 
a hairdreasing scene of her girl- 
hood at a fashionable boarding 
school. Trips to the city were not 
frequent and the girls would curl 
each other’s ringlets. :
